'Time Has Come' 
Nixon Administration 
Asks 18-Year-Old Voting

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon administration asked 
Congress today to follow the 
lead of Great Britain and ap- 
prove a constitutional amend- 
ment lowering the voting age to 
18 for federal elections. 


The administration position 


was presented by Deputy Atty. 
Gen. Richard G. Kleindienst, 
who noted that Britain — which 
originated the traditional voting 
age of 21-recently abandoned it. 


"The time has come for us 


also to measure the constraints 
of custom and tradition against 
the compelling force of reason 
and the every-day facts of life 
which surrounds us," Klein- 
dienst said. 


He told a Senate judiciary 


subcommittee the nation does 
not wait until 21 years of age for 
young people to enter the labor 
market, to pay income taxes or 
to serve in the military. 


Kleindienst also suggested a 


uniform voting age of 18 is 
necessary if Congress clears 
another amendment, already 
approved by the House, for 
direct election of presidents arid 
vice presidents by popular vote 


"Without a nationwide rule," 


he said, "it is possible that 
states would arbitrarily lower 
the age requirement to insure 
the 
largest

voters and thus 


obtain an unfair share of the

Chicago 7 Violence Flares During Chicago 
Deadlock Conspiracy Trial Demonstrations 
Possibility

CHICAGO (AP) — A U. S. 


District Court jury resumed 
deliberations for the fourth day 
today on the guilt or innocence 
of seven men charged with 
conspiracy to incite rioting at 
the time of the 1968 Democratic 
National Convention. 


After ending deliberations 


early on Monday, the jury 
returned at 9:30 a.m. CST. The 
inability of the jurors to reach a 
quick verdict prompted puz- 
zlement and speculation. 


Meanwhile, a legal defense 


team began Monday the process 
of appealing the contempt 
sentences given the defendants 
and their two lawyers over the 
weekend by Judge Julius J. 
Hoffman of U. S. District Court. 


Thomas P. Sullivan, a Chicago 


lawyer, filed with the U. S. 7th 
Circuit Court of Appeals a notice 
seeking relief from the sen- 
tences. The notice serves as a 
motion to free the defendants on 
bond pending the lengthy ap- 
peals procedures. Sullivan said 
he hoped an extensive brief in 
support of the appeal could be 
filed by Thursay. 


Although the defendants are 


being held in the Cook County 
jail until the jury reaches a 
verdict, their lawyers, William 
M. Kunstler and Leonard I. 
Weinglass, remain free. The 
judge stayed their sentences to 
May 4 to allow them to perform 
legal duties for their clients. 


The jury of 10 men and 2 


women 
recessed 
their 


deliberations at 5:30 p.m., 
Monday, several hours earlier 
than they retired the previous 
two nights. The five-month trial, 
involving nearly 200 witnesses 
and requiring 20,000 pages of 
testimony, went to the jury 
shortly after noon Saturday. 


The defendants are charged 


with violating the 1968 federal 
•ntiriot law by conspiring to 
cross state lines with the intent 
to incite riots at the time of the 
1968 Democratic 
National

One policeman received glass 
fragments in his eyes. 


In New York, a demonstration 


sponsored by the Fifth Avenue 
Vietnam Peace Parade Com- 
mittee marched from City Hall 


to the Criminal Court Building, 
site of a hearing for 13 Black. 
Panthers on charges of con- 
spiring to kill policemen and 
bomb public buildings.

The Berkeley demonstration 


featured a nine-foot effigy of 
Judge 
Hoffman. 
When a 


policeman tried to haul it down, 
the crowd surged along a street, 
breaking store windows over a 
nine-block area and pelting 
policemen with sticks and 
stones. 


The crowd stayed together for 


an hour, blocking traffic near 
the University of California, 
then broke into small groups 
that roamed the streets for 
another three hours breaking 
windows and at times attacking 
isolated policemen. 


At the University of California 


at Santa Cruz, 75 miles to the 
south, demonstrators marched 
to the courthouse where a crowd 
of 200 raised a "Power to the 
People" flag and fought off 
citizens who tried to haul it 
down. There were no injuries 
and no arrests. 


The San Francisco rally was 


sponsored by the National 
Lawyers 
Guild, 
whose 


president, Marvin Slender, 


stressed that Hoffman had 
pronounced contempt sentences 
while the jury was still 
deliberating. 


"What will be next?" he 


asked. "Elimination of the jury 
entirely?" 


At Stanford University, a

The group 
returned to the campus, broke a 
few more windows and then 
dispersed.

Program 
Attacked 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A U. 


S. -aided program under which 
South Vietnam seeks to capture, 
convert or kill leaders of the Viet 
Cong faced a critical Senate 
inquiry today in the opening 
round of new war policy 
hearings. 


The operation is called the 


Phoenix program, and Sen. J. 
W. Fulbright, D-Ark., already 
has characterized it as a system 
of assassination. 


The Senate Foreign Relations 


Committee, which Fulbright 
heads, will consider Phoenix as 
part of a more general inquiry 
into U. S. aid and advisory 
operations m Vietnam. 


Fulbright said the committee 


will hold hearings in March on 
the activities of U. S. military 
advisors, American economic 
aid to South Vietnam, and the 
operations of the U. S. In- 
formation Agency. 


But the initial focus is on 


pacification, and Phoenix is part 
of that program. Fulbright has 
described U. S. officials as 
reluctant to say much about the 
project, and has agreed that 
testimony on some of its aspects 
will be taken in closed session. 


Nine U. S. officials involved 


with pacification and political 
programs in South Vietnam are 
to testify during three days of 
public sessions. The fourth and 
final day of the inquiry is to be 
closed. 


The committee sent two staff 


consultants to Vietnam in 
December, 
and their report 


included an account of the 
Phoenix program, which they 
said showed a sharply in- 
creasing kill ratio.

attention by minors and their parents, has been produced and 
financed by the Red Bluff Rotary Club with the help of Joseph C. 
Rapose, Tehama County Superintendent of Schools and Rotary 
Committee chairman, the school's office, school administrators 
and law enforcement officers. It is called Youth... The Law... and 
You. 


It puts in easy-to-find and easy-to-understand form a summary 


and interpretation of laws which are most likely to concern persons 
under 21, their parents, and others who may have relations with 
them as an employer or in some other way. There are suggestions 
to youth and suggestions to parents, the significance of which is 
evident when it is realized that they represent the thinking of heads 
of various agencies which will be administering the applicable laws 
and rules. 


The booklet bears the signatures of Joseph C. Rapose, Tehama 


County superintendent of schools; Rue) Blohm, captain of the 
California-High way Patrol; Marion L. Clay, Red Bluff chief of 
police; Lvie A. Williams, sheriff; Jerald Rowe, Corning chief of.

superior and juvenile court judge; and the five members of the

The laws listed are put in condensed and simplified form, but 


the codes and code sections from which they 'are taken are included 
in many cases to permit anyone who wants further specific in- 
formation on any law to find it easily in the codes themselves. 
Provisions in the Alcoholic Beverage Control Act, Business and 
Professions Code, California Vehicle Code, Civil Code, Education 
Code, Health and Safety Code, Labor Code, Military Code, Penal 
Code, Public Resources Code, and Vehicle Code are included. 


The laws summarized in the booklet are not limited to those 


which deal specifically with youths, but include all sorts of laws 
with which youths may become concerned. An example: "It is 
unlawful to use lighted candles or torches for decorating purposes 
or ceremonial processions without a written permit from the Fire 
Prevention Bureau." 


Many adults will find the booklet a source of valuable in- 


formation. A particularly valuable section for everyone is a list of 
offices such as the Highway Patrol, County Health Department, 
Justice:Court, Tehama County Counsel, and Division of Labor Law 
Enforcement, with addresses and phone numbers given where they 
are local.

ballyhoo about saving the 
nation's passenger trains is just 
so much propaganda to mislead 
the public. This is a strong 
charge for one U. S. agency to 
make against another, but it is 
the substance of a confidential 
report by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 


The attack upon Secretary of 


Transportation John Volpe's 
plan to promote rail service has 
stunned 
Transportation 


Department officials with its 
ferocity. To keep the feud from 
erupting in the public print, the 
report has been stamped "Adm. 
Confidential" 
— 
ad- 


ministratively confidential. 


Copies of the report, right out 


of the office of Acting Chairman 
George M. Stafford himself, 
have been sent both to the 
Transportation Department and 
Budget Bureau. 


Volpe's 
idea, 
labeled 


"Railpax" by his government 
hucksters, 
calls 
for 
the 


establishment of a $100 million 
corporation to run a nationwide 
passenger service. If it doesn't 
start making money after four 
years, it could be abandoned. 


The ICC comments 
are 


scathing, declaring that the 
Transportation 
Department's 


bill to implement the Railpax 
scheme is confusing, unfair and 
possibly unconstitutional. 


"The public need would be an 


irrelevancy," 
the 
report 


charges, if the plan should ever 
be adopted. 


The ICC, usually the most 


timid of agencies when it comes 
to protecting the public against 
the giants of the transportation 
industry, seems to gather all its 
strength for one brave gasp. 


"A plan is desperately needed 


to prevent the demise of the 
intercity passenger train," 
pleads the report. 
Many 


Americans cannot afford air- 
planes, and trains are now 
showing late promise of cheap, 
speedy transportation. The East 
Coast's "metroliners" are cited 
as an example. 


The 16-page confidential 


document makes clear however, 
that the ICC thinks the Railpax 
idea is just pie in the sky to gull 
the public into 
believing 


something is being done to save 
passenger trains. 


"We have serious reser- 


vations as to the merit and 
feasibility" of Railpax, says the 
ICC. 
It warns that the plan, 


which Transportation 
officials 


have been trying to sell to travel 
writers as an answer to the 
public's prayers, actually would 
"eliminate" all but a tiny few 
profitable 
passenger 
lines 


within five years. 


Not only that, adds the ICC, 


but "the public would have no 
recourse against fares which 
are 
excessively 
high, 


discriminatory or prejudicial to 
particular localities." The ICC 
presently regulates rates. 


And the hoopla by the Tran- 


sportation Department about 
modern and efficient new cars, 
in the ICC's opinion, is an empty 
promise in view of the $40 
million maximum in grants and 
$60 million in loans for the whole 
system. 


Not only does the "woefully 


inadequate" funding doom the 
national rail scheme from the 
start, contends the ICC, but the 
accent on profit instead of need 
and the lack of appeal from 
Railpax decisions make the 
whole idea inconsistent with 
public policy and a "hybrid." 


Note: While the Nixon Ad- 


ministration indulges in puffery 
about saving passenger trains, 
the railroads are shutting down 
one after another of the famed 
intercity trains of the past. Sen. 
Vance Hartke, D-Ind., for one, 
sees the rails as a means of 
inexpensive transportation for 
the poor and the commuters. 


Hartke has his own bill to 


force railroads to upgrade 
passenger service. It would give 
a federal subsidy and equipment 
assistance to the railroads, and 
would provide for U. S. leasing 
of some passenger cars. The 
federal government would then 
disperse them on a nationwide 
basis to the lines where seasonal 
traffic is heavy.

The controversev of the recent 


flood boils down to hydraulics 
and geology. Geologically, the 
Sacramento Valley is a slightly 
sloping penaplane containing 
one large meandering river as a 
drain. Land planes and leveling 
equipment have filled the 
natural drains and leveled the 
high spot* making much of the 
valley almost flat. 


The study of hydraulics gives 


us certain basic facts. Water 
flows proportionally as the 
grade increase* or decreases. 
Water 
from Shasta Dam 


changes its grade flow many 
times as it flows to the sea. 
These points of change are 
located at Redding, Red Bluff, 
Tehama, Woodson Bridge, Ord 
Ferry, and others. Bach suc- 
ceeding grade is lees than the 
previous one. The slower 
moving river channel will not 
carry the same amount of water 
that the swifter channel carries. 
A flooding condition occurs as 
excessive water meets the 
slower moving water. Gravity 
will carry Just so much water at 
one grade. An increased grade 
will increase the capacity of a 
given carrier. Try forcing

The water will flood the 
surroundings. Therefore ex- 


flat land. Pour five gallons of 
water on your kitchen floor and 
see what happens. There are no 
drains and the water spreads to 
other parts of the house. 


We have been fortunate since 


Shasta Dam was completed. 
Flood control is inadequate. 
Dykes and levees may help but 
why not put this money into 
dams on tributaries below 
Shasta Dam? We must plan for 
the future now! 


Everyone should get busy and 


petition the state and the federal 
government to build more dams. 
We will be able to use the water 
and electricity in the southern 
part of the state very soon 
without polluting our air and 
waters of the state. The Bureau 
of Reclamation is not to be 
blamed for the past disaster. I 
compliment them for being able 
to use their facilities to the best 
of their ability. Let's spend 
money on dam construction and 
less money on flood destruction.

As they grow older, difficulty 
in breathing may disappear. 


Croup that follows infectious 


diseases is no longer as wor- 
risome as it formerly was be- 
cause infections can usually be 
controlled by intensive treat- 
ment with antibiotics. 


Steam in any form brings

It is aston- 
ishing how quickly a child 
with breathing difficulties is 
soothed and quieted .down if 
the mother holds him' closely 
in a bathroom that is filled 
with steam.

To keep the feud from 
erupting in the public print, the 
report has been stamped “Adm. 
Confidential” 
— 
ad­ 
ministratively confidential 
Copies of the report, right out 
of the office of Acting Chairman 
George M 
Stafford himself, 
have been sent both to the 
Transportation Department and 
Budget Bureau. 
Volpe’s 
idea, 
labeled 
“Railpax” by his government 
hucksters, 
calls 
for 
the 
establishment of a $100 million 
corporation to run a nationwide 
passenger service. If it doesn’t 
start making money after four 
years, it could be abandoned 
The 
ICC 
comm ents 
are 
scathing, 
declaring 
that 
the 
Transportation 
Department’s 
bill to implement the Railpax 
scheme is confusing, unfair and 
possibly unconstitutional. 
“The public need would be an 
irrelevancy,” 
the 
report 
charges, if the pian should ever 
be adopted 
The ICC, usually the most 
timid of agencies when it comes 
to protecting the public against 
the giants of the transportation 
industry, seems to gather all its 
strength for one brave gasp. 
“A plan is desperately needed 
to prevent the demise of the 
intercity passenger train,” 
pleads 
the 
report. 
Many 
Americans cannot afford air­ 
planes, and trains are now 
showing late promise of cheap, 
speedy transportation. The East 
Coast’s “metroliners” are cited 
as an example. 
The 
16-page 
confidential 
document makes clear however, 
that the ICC thinks the Railpax 
idea is just pie in the sky to gull 
the 
public 
into 
believing 
something is being done to save 
passenger trains 
“ We have serious reser­ 
vations as to the merit and 
feasibility” of Railpax, says the 
ICC. It warns that the plan, 
which Transportation officials 
have been trying to sell to travel 
writers as an answer to the 
public’s prayers, actually would 
“eliminate” all but a tiny few 
profitable 
passenger 
lines 
within five years, 
Not only that, adds the ICC, 
but “the public would have no 
recourse against fares which 
are 
excessively 
high. 


discriminatory or prejudicial to 
particular localities.” The ICC 
presently regulates rates. 
And the hoopla by the Tran­ 
sportation 
Department 
about 
modern and efficient new cars, 
in the ICC’s opinion, is an empty 
promise in view of the $40 
million maximum in grants and 
$60 million in loans for the whole 
system 
Not only does the “woefully 
inadequate” funding doom the 
national rail scheme from the 
start, contends the ICC, bul the 
accent on profit instead of need 
and the lack of appeal from 
Railpax decisions 
make 
the 
whole idea 
inconsistent with 
public policy and a “hybrid.” 
Note. While the Nixon Ad­ 
ministration indulges in puffery 
about saving passenger trains, 
the railroads are shutting down 
one after another of the famed 
intercity trains of the past Sen. 
Vance Hartke, D-Ind., for one, 
sees the rails as a means of 
inexpensive transportation for 
the poor and the commuters. 
Hartke has his own bill to 
force railroads to upgrade 
passenger service. It would give 
a federal subsidy and equipment 
assistance to the railroads, and 
would provide for U. S. leasing 
of some passenger cars 
The 
federal government would then 
disperse them on a nationwide 
basis to the lines where seasonal 
traffic is heavy.

The controversev of the recent 
flood boils down to hydraulics 
and geology Geologically, the 
Sacramento Valley is a slightly 
sloping penaplane 
containing 
one large meandering river as a 
drain. Land planes and leveling 
equipment 
have 
filled 
the 
natural drains and leveled the 
high spots making much of the 
valley almost flat. 
The study of hydraulics gives 
us certain basic facts. Water 
flows proportionally as the 
grade increases or decreases. 
Water 
from 
Shasta 
Dam 
changes its grade flow many 
times as it flows to the sea 
These points of change are 
located at Redding, Red Bluff, 
Tehama, Woodson Bridge, Ord 
Ferry, and others. Each suc­ 
ceeding grade is less than the 
previous 
one. 
The 
slower 
moving river channel will not 
carry the sam e amount of water 
that the swifter channel carries. 
A flooding condition occurs as 
excessive water m eets the 
slower moving water. Gravity 
will carry just so much water at 
one grade. An increased grade 
will increase the capacity of a 
given carrier. Try forcing 
double the amount of water 
along an irrigation ditch or pipe. 
This

be 
done! 
The 
water 
will 
flood 
the 
surroundings. Therefore ex­ 
cessive runoff meets the slower 
waters and boils over onto the

Steam For Croup 


Croup, or d i f f i c u l t y in 
breathing, is a frequent expe­ 
rience that is distressing to 
the child and alarming to the 
parents. During infancy and 
e a r l y childhood, hoarseness 
and difficulty in breathing oc­ 
cur especially after some acute 
i n f e c t i o n of the nose and 
throat. Tonsilli- 
É 


tis and infection 
of the adenoids 
m a y s e t o f f 
slight 
swelling 
o f t h e larynx 
(or voice box) 
and p r o d u c e 
t h e s e unpleas­ 
ant symptoms. 


O n e o f t h e 
most dangerous 
Dr. Coleman types of croup 
has now b e e n 
completely eradicated because 
of immunization against diph­ 
theria. Sometimes children are 
born with marked narrowing 
of the l a r y n x , a n d noisy 
breathing, or stridor, is noted. 
As they grow older, difficulty 
in breathing may disappear. 
Croup that follows infectious 
diseases is no longer as wor­ 
risome as it formerly was be­ 
cause infections can usually be 
controlled by intensive treat­ 
ment with antibiotics. 
Steam in any form brings 
relief to the child who is suf­ 
fering from croup. It is aston­ 
ishing howr quickly a child 
with breathing difficulties is 
soothed and quieted dowm if 
the mother holds him closely 
in a bathroom that is filled 
with steam. This is an excel­ 
lent first aid treatment that 
should be started as soon as 
the doctor is called. 
Simple steam tents can be 
made by opening an umbrella 
over a cold or hot vapor hu­ 
midifier. The child does not 
have to be close to the vapor, 
but rather kept in this concen­ 
trated area of steam, breath­ 
ing freely and easily for maxi­ 
mum relief from croup.

every twelve hours Her think­ 
ing, apparently, was that if 
one teaspoonful wras good, two 
teaspoonfuls were better. She 
learned that this wfas not true. 
Leftover antibiotics t a k e n 
because "I have exactly what 
I had last time,” is false and 
can only invite hazards. Symp­ 
toms may resemble each other, 
but they may be caused by 
totally different conditions. 
Antibiotics a n d antihista­ 
mines are two of the many 
drugs that accomplish their 
purpose when taken at regu­ 
lar intervals for a definite pe­ 
riod of time. They function by 
building up a concentration in 
the blood stream and there­ 
fore must not be taken hap­ 
hazardly if they are to be ef­ 
fective.

answer the bell for the fifth, and 
it went into the books as a five- 
round knockout. 


"I've tried to be the beat 


fighter in the world," said the 
unbeaten 26-year-old Frazier 
who looked every bit that in 
making Ellis his 22nd knockout 
victim in 25 victories.

went into the Ellis fight as a six-

Investigation Begins 
Of Mercury Poisoning 


Finding of a high level of 


mercury residues in a small 
sample 
of 
pheasants 
in 


California has touched off an 
intensified investigation by the 
Department of Fish and Game 
of the extent and severity of 
heavy metal residues in wildlife. 


The highest residues.up to 6.6 


parts per million, were found in 
the vital organs of'birds taken 
last spring in the Tulelake area 
of northeastern California. The 
DFG said this sample had been 
expected to yield the highest 
concentrations because the 
birds had little to eat at that 
time of the year except grain 
seeds which had been treated 
with a mercury fungicide. 


Lower residues were found in 


birds taken near Willows in 
Glenn County (.27 to l. ocppm) 
and Walnut Grove (.40 ppm) and 
Staten Is land (.31ppm) in the 
Sacramento-San Joaquin Delta, 
and no mercury residues were 
found in vital organs of birds 
•token near Richvale in Butte 
County. 


The samples were from livers 


and kidneys of wild birds, and 
the tests were performed for the 
DFG 
by 
a 
commercial 


laboratory. 


Neither the field tests nor 


studies on four .penned birds at 
the DFG's Wildlife Laboratory 
which involved feeding mer- 
cury—treated seeds to penned 
birds for 21 days showed any ill 
effects on pheasants.but the 
tests were not conclusive. 
Residues in the vital organs of 
the penned birds ranged from 
.26 to .74 parts per million in 
three of the birds tested and no 
trace was found in the fourth. 
An additional study is under way 
to 
determine 
whether 


pheasants' reproduction is af- 
fected. 


The initial samples of wild 


birds were taken in the spring of 
1968 and others were taken in the 
spring of 1966. 


The DFG examined edible 


flesh of birds for mercury 
residues for the first time last 
year in birds taken from the 
Tulelake area and these 
were found to contain residues 
of from 1.6 to 4.7 parts per 
million of mercury. 


The Department of Public 


Health was informed of the 
results because of possible 
public health implications.

Hat Creek Wild Trout Pro/ecf 
Appears Beneficial To Fisherman 


The first year of California's 


Hat Creek Wild Trout Project 
indicated the anglers were 
catching more, keeping less, 
and enjoying it more, according 
to Alex Calhoun, chief of Inland 
Fisheries for the Department of 
Fish and Game. 


"Preliminary figures based 


on creek checks of anglers in- 
dicate three fish were released 
for every one retained in the 
creel," he said. 


The Hat Creek Wild Trout 


Project in Shasta County covers 
3% miles of stream that were 
chemically treated in 1968 to 
remove rough fish — some 20 
tons of suckers and squawfish — 
then restocked with wild strains 
of brown and rainbow trout after 
construction of a barrier at the 
lower end to prevent re-entry of 
rough fish. 


Calhoun said the enthusiastic 


acceptance of the project by 
anglers during the first year 
indicates it already is at least 
partially successful, but five to 
10 years will be required to 
determine finally whether the 
area can be maintained as a 
wild trout stream without ad- 
ditional stocking of hatchery 
fish. 


He said brown trout of a wild 


California strain planted at six- 
to-the-pound after chemical 


treatment of Hat Creek in 1968 
weighed one-half pound by the 
opening day of trout season in 
May 1969 and had reached a 
pound by the fall. 


Brown trout dominated the 


1969 catch, totaling 2,700 to 195 
rainbows and 28 eastern brook 
trout. In 1969, anglers landed 570 
rainbows and 450 browns, 
mostly hatchery fish which had 
moved up from Lake Britton. In 
addition to the 2,900 fish kept by 
anglers last year, an estimated 
7,500 were caught and released. 


"The most interesting thing to 


us was the ready acceptance of 
the low limit and the catch-and- 
release concept," Weidlein said. 


"Anglers told us they got to 


know some fish so well they 
gave them names — and they 
continued to hook, play and 
release these fish," he said. 


"Most of the anglers checked 


on the stream said they'd like to 


see more Hat Creeks," he said. 


Weidlein said it won't be 


known for at least five years 
whether the fish stocked in 1968 
and 1969 will be able to sustain 
the fishery at the 1969 level 
through natural reproduction, 
but no additional plants are 
planned until this is known. 


The Hat Creek Wild Trout 


Project was a joint venture of 
the Department of Fish and 
Game, Wildlife Conservation 
Board, the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company and Trout 
Unlimited.

Neither the field tests nor 
studies on four penned birds at 
the DFG’s Wildlife Laboratory 
which involved feeding mer­ 
cury-treated seeds to penned 
birds for 21 days showed any ill

not conclusive. 
Residues in the vital organs of 
the penned birds ranged from 
.26 to .74 parts per million in 
three of the birds tested and no 
trace was found in the fourth.

fected. 
The initial samples of wild 
birds were taken in the spring of 
1968 and others were taken in the 
spring of 1969.

The Hat Creek Wild Trout 
Project in Shasta County covers 
34 miles of stream that were 
chemically treated in 1968 to 
remove rough fish — some 20 
tons of suckers and squawfish — 
then restocked with wild strains 
of brown and rainbow trout after 
construction of a barrier at the 
lower end to prevent re-entry of 
rough fish. 
Calhoun said the enthusiastic 
acceptance of the project by 
anglers during the first year 
indicates it already is at least 
partially successful, but five to 
10 years will be required to 
determine finally whether the 
area can be maintained as a 
wild trout stream without ad­ 
ditional stocking of hatchery 
fish 
He said brown trout of a wild 
California strain planted at six- 
to-the-pound after chemical 


treatment of Hat Creek in 1968 
weighed one-half pound by the 
opening day of trout season in 
May 1969 and had reached a 
pound by the fall 
Brown trout dominated the 
1969 catch, totaling 2,750 to 195 
rainbows and 28 eastern brook 
trout. In 1988, anglers landed 570 
rainbows and 450 browns, 
mostly hatchery fish which had 
moved up from Lake Britton, In 
addition to the 2,900 fish kept by 
anglers last year, an estimated 
7,500 were caught and released 
"The most interesting thing to 
us was the ready acceptance of 
the low limit and the catch-and- 
release concept," Weidlein said.
